Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Twenty-fifth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Thingoe 
Rural  District  for  the  year  1902. 

The  Thingoe  Rural  District,  which  has  an  area  of  83,998  Thingoe 
acres  and  comprises  forty-seven  parishes,  is  divided  into  Rural 
three  Sub-districts,  viz.,  Rougham,  Fornham  and  Ixworth.  District. 

The  sub-soil  consists  chiefly  of  chalk,  which  is  covered  Physical 
by  beds  of  clay  or  gravel  of  varying  depths,  the  chalk  coming  Features, 
near  the  surface  in  places. 


The  average  rainfall  is  about  25  inches,  but  during  the  Rainfall 
past  year  it  was  only  21.71  inches,  which  amount  fell  on  153 
days.  For  the  following  table  of  the  rainfall  for  each  month 
during  the  year  I  am  indebted  to  R.  Burrell,  Esq.,  of

The  population  of  the  Thingoe  District,  when  the  last  Population. 
Census  was  taken,  was  14.528,  towards  which  Rougham 
Sub-District  contributed  4,677,  Fornham  Sub-District  5,050 
and  Ixworth  Sub-District  4,801.  These  numbers,  on  which 
the  following  statistics  have  been  framed,  may,  I  think,  be 
assumed  to  be  sufficiently  correct  for  this  purpose.

In  the  Thingoe  District,  during  the  year  1902,  there  were 
registered  348  births,  of  which  186  were  males  and  162  were 
females.  1'his  is  equivalent  to  a  birth-rate  of  23.95  Per 
1,000  of  the  population.  In  1901  there  were  368  births,  the 
estimated  birth-rate  being  25.33  Per  i,°oo.  The  birth-rate 
in  England  and  Wales  in  1902  was  28.6. 

In  the  Thingoe  District,  during  the  year  1902,  there  were 
201  deaths,  of  which  34  were  under  one  year  of  age,  71 
between  one  and  sixty-five  years  of  age,  and  96  above  sixty- 
five  years  of  age.  The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  13  83 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  In  1901  there  were  198 
deaths,  the  estimated  death-rate  being  13.62  per  1,000.  The 
death-rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1902  was  16.3,  which  is 
the  lowest  rate  on  record. 

In  the  Thingoe  District  during  the  year  1902  there  were 
145  more  births  than  there  were  deaths.

In  the  Thingoe  District,  during  the  year  1902,  there  were 
seven  deaths  referred  to  the  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz., 
two  due  to  Measles,  one  to  Scarlet  Fever,  one  to  Whooping 
Cough,  one  to  Diphtheria,  and  two  to  Diarrhoea. 

This  is  equivalent  to  a  Zymotic  death-rate  of  0.48  per 
1,000. 

In  1901  the  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0.34  per  r,ooo. 

In  England  and  Wales,  in  1902,  the  Zymotic  death-rate 
was  1.64. 
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I  think  I  may  congratulate  you  on  the  fact  that,  during  Small-Pox., 
the  past  year,  the  Thingoe  District  has  escaped  a  visitation 
of  Small-Pox,  and  the  more  so  as  several  cases  of  this 
disease  occurred  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 

For  quickly  dealing  with  any  cases  that  might  have  arisen 
or  may  still  arise,  and  as  a  means  of  preventing  the  disease 
from  spreading,  should  it  be  introduced  into  the  district,  an 
Iron  Isolation  Hospital  was  erected  on  a  suitable  site  at 
Fornham  St.  Martin,  which  was  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  District  Council  by  G.  Manners,  Esq.  Fortunately, 
however,  it  has  not  at  present  been  required  to  be  used  for 
this  purpose. 

Owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Small-Pox  in  London  and  Vaccination, 
elsewhere,  and  particularly  owing  to  an  outbreak  in  Bury 
St.  Edmund’s  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  very  large 
number  of  persons  availed  themselves  of  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  Vaccination  and  Re-Vaccination. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  year  Scarlet  Fever  ScarletFever. 
occurred  in  the  parishes  of  Bardwell,  Bradfield  St.  George, 

Culford,  Ixworth,  Pakenham,  and  Rougham,  and  during 
the  latter  portion  of  the  year  a  rather  serious  outbreak 
occurred  at  Ixworth. 

It  is  desirable  that  in  most  cases  after  Scarlet  Fever  the 
disinfection  of  infected  houses  should  be  carried  out  by  a 
competent  person,  such  as  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Some 
householders,  however,  object  to  his  doing  it,  and  consider¬ 
able  friction  therefore  occurs.  This  is  owing  in  a  great 
measure  to  their  having  to  pay  for  the  disinfection  of  their 
houses,  the  object  of  which  tends  as  much  to  the  public  good 
as  their  own.  I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  Inspector 
should  do  this  work  without  making  any  charge,  and  that  an 
addition  be  made  to  his  salary  for  this  purpose. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  each  of  the  following  Diphtheria, 
parishes  :  —  Bardwell,  Fornham  All  Saints,  Hawstead, 

Horringer,  Lackford,  and  West  Stow. 

In  two  of  these  cases  the  disease  was  contracted  outside 
the  District,  and  in  one  case  legal  proceedings  were  taken 
for  allowing  the  patient  to  be  removed  whilst  in  an  infectious 
state. 

The  District  has  again  been  free  from  Enteric  Fever,  no  Typhoid  or 

case  of  this  nature  having  been  reported  during  the  year.  Enteric

During  the  past  year  Measles  has  been  less  prevalent 
than  in  some  former  years.  An  outbreak  of  this  disease, 
however,  occurred  in  Pakenham  in  November,  resulting  in 
two  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough  has,  on  the  whole,  not  been  so  prevalent 
as  usual,  and  only  one  death  was  attributed  to  this  disease. 

The  District  has,  as  usual,  been  very  free  from  Diarrhoea. 
Two  deaths  only  have  been  recorded  under  this  heading, 
one  being  that  of  an  infant,  and  the  other  that  of  an  old 
man. 

Several  cases  of  Influenza  occurred  in  the  Ixworth  Sub- 
District  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  resulting  in  four 
deaths,  otherwise  the  District  has  been  tolerably  free  from 
this  disease. 

Tables  will  be  found  attached  to  this  Report,  showing 
the  nature  of  all  the  Infectious  Diseases  which  have  been 
notified  during  the  year,  and  the  parishes  in  which  they 
have  occurred. 

As  has  been  already  stated,  an  Iron  Isolation  Hospita. 
was  erected  last  March,  with  accommodation  for  sixteen 
beds.  This  Hospital  was  intended  for  the  reception  of 
Small-Pox  patients,  but  fortunately  it  has  not  been  used  for 
this  purpose  up  to  the  present  time.  The  question,  how¬ 
ever,  will  doubtless  soon  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration 
as  to  the  desirability  of  this  building  or  some  other  more 
permanent  structure  being  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
District  Council  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases 
other  than  that  of  Small-Pox. 

On  comparing  the  different  rates,  we  find  that  the  death- 
rate  for  1902  was  about  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  last 
ten  years,  while  the  birth-rate  showed  a  marked  decline. 
The  mortality  amongst  infants  was  about  the  average  of  the 
last  ten  years,  and  the  Zymotic  death-rate  was  considerably 
below  the  average.  On  taking  these  figures  into  considera¬ 
tion,  I  think  the  health  of  the  District  compares  favourably 
with  former  years. 

The  District  has  been  frequently  and  systematically  in¬ 
spected  by  Mr.  Deeks,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  as  a 
result,  268  notices  to  abate  various  nuisances  have  been 
served.  For  particulars  I  would  draw  attention  to  the 
Inspector’s  report,  which  is  appended  hereto. 
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During  the  year  eight  houses,  which  were  unfit  for  human  Dwelling 
habitation,  were  closed,  sixty-three  dilapidated  houses  were  Houses, 
repaired,  and  three  better  ventilated  ;  while  five  cases  of 
over-crowding  were  remedied,  and  twenty-nine  houses  and 
two  schools  were  disinfected. 

During  the  year  fifteen  new  closets  were  built,  fifty  closets  Sewerage  and 
were  repaired,  and  forty-three  cesspools  found  to  be  full  Drainage, 
were  ordered  to  be  cleaned  out. 

Eight  new  drains  have  been  made,  and  twenty-one  un¬ 
blocked,  &c„  while  eight  water  courses  were  cleaned  out. 

Legal  proceedings  were  ordered  to  be  taken  in  two 
instances,  one  on  account  of  an  accumulation  of  manure  at 
Ixworth,  and  the  other  owing  to  the  insanitary  state  of  some 
premises  at  Barrow.  In  the  former  case  the  proceedings 
were  withdrawn,  as  the  nuisance  had  been  abated  previous 
to  the  sitting  of  the  Court,  and  in  the  latter  case  the 
Magistrates  made  an  order  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance 
with  costs. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  received  with  West  Stow 
reference  to  the  West  Stow  Sewerage  Farm  and  the  Main  Sewerage 
Sewer  running  from  Bury  St.  Edmund’s  to  West  Stow,  and  Farm- 
in  consequence  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  instructed  to 
make  a  fortnightly  inspection  of,  and  report  on,  these  Works. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  matters  have  improved 
of  late,  and  that  the  Borough  Authorities,  who  are  keenly 
alive  to  the  condition  of  things  at  West  Stow,  are  now 
prepared  with  a  new  scheme,  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  do 
away  with  the  nuisance  which  has  so  long  existed. 

Another  year  with  a  rainfall  below  the  average,  following  Water 
on  a  series  of  dry  years,  has  created  a  great  scarcity  of  Supply, 
water  in  many  parts  of  the  District.  This  lack  of  water  has 
necessarily  caused  a  good  deal  of  inconvenience,  which 
would  have  been  more  keenly  felt  had  it  not  been  for  a 
somewhat  wet  August. 

During  the  year  several  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
analysis,  with  varying  results.  Twenty  wells  were  cleaned 
out  and  deepened,  seven  well  top  coverings  were  repaired, 
seven  ponds  were  cleaned  out,  and  four  new  wells  were 
sunk,  viz.,  at  Chevington  two,  Hawstead  one,  and  Pakenham 
one. 
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Factories  and  The  bake-houses  and  slaughter-houses  visited  during  the 
Trades.  year  were>  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  found  to  be  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

Miscellaneous.  Many  other  matters  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
which  do  not  come  under  any  of  the  above  headings,  and 
nuisances  connected  therewith  have  been  remedied. 

I  beg  to  append  a  table  giving  particulars  regarding  each 
Parish  in  the  Thingoe  Rural  District,  also  Tables  I,  II., 
III.,  and  IV.,  which  show  the  number  of  Births  and  Deaths, 
&c.,  during  the  past  ten  years,  those  of  last  year  being 
classified  according  to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities.
